THE DANCE OF DEATH. 
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VIEWS OF RAV J T. LEFIWICH. 
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About the Pastoral Letter—The De- 
fendant Turns Another Somersault 
—Presbytery of New Orleans ia the 
Witne.s box. 
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ARTICLE IV. 


Editors Constitutwon : GENTLEMEN—AS 
the defendaut denies that be has broken the 
law as it is revealed in the Bible, so too he de 
nies that he ha; violated the law as it is de- 
clared by the church. I pass to-day from the 
moral to the ecclesiasticai aspect of the question 
With charming consistency, the method pur- 
sud by the defendant in the latter case, is the 
same as that pureued in the former. 

Instead ot brivging up hie practice to the 
level of the law, he dregs down the law to the 
level of his practice. The law which binds the 
church of which ne isa meniber has issued from 
two sources, from the lips of the presbytery of 
Atlanta, ard from the lips of the geueral assem- 
bly. I shall confine mysel! toa consideration of 
the law «s interpreted and promaiged by the 
preabytery. ‘But it imay be inbisted,”’ says 
the defendant, “that ,our presbytery las 
issued 8 pastoral letter making it 
incumbent on you to exercise discipline for this 
offeuse. Of what availi, this letter of the pres- 
byvtery, as against the assembly, to make it die- 
ciplinable? Will it be insisted tbat that pas~ 
toral letter is to be enforced asa law of this 
church over the aciion of the aesembly refusing 
to make it a disciplinable offynse? If Euclid 
ever reached his Q.E D., certainly I have ou 
this point ” 2 

“But one word more about this pastora! letter. 
I understand thattwo members, Rev. J, T, Left 
wich and the Kev. Mr. Mc \urray, were dele- 
gated by our presbytery, not the assembly, to 
write a letter to the churches, which was writ- 
ten after the adjournment of the presbytery, 
and never seubmiited to it. Two men delegated 
to make law! Is it possible that a legislative (?) 
body can delegate a man to make 
laws? Nay, indeed, is it possible 
that a court bas curped itself into a 
legislature, and then delegated two of ita mem- 
ders to make laws, and have them administered 
by an infenor tribunal at tbeir discretion ?”’ 

The argument here may be stated as follows : 

1. Nothing hds issued from the Presbytery of 
Atlanta, in respect to worldly amusements, 
which iscf the nature of law, unless ft be its 
recent pastora! letter on this subject. 

2. But this pastoral letter is not of the nature 
of law. ‘ 

8. Therefore, nothing of the nature of law has 
issued from the Presbytery of Atlantain refer- 
ence to woridly amasements. 

Before examini. g this argument, it will not 
be amiss to call the attention of the reader to 
the fact that, in no instance, has the defendant 
regarded it as worth the while to spread before 
the eye of the public, on the pag.s of his elabo- 
rate defense, the deliverances according 
to the cunstruction of which he must 
siand or fail. The text of the deliverance of the 
Presbyiery, and the text of the successive de* 
liverances of the assembly in '65, 69 and ’77, are 
kept from the vulgar eye as things too sacred to 
oe profaued py the lightof day. Why now is 
this? The deliverance o{ the Presbytery of New 
Orieaus is spread beforetus in «1! its length and 
bredth, whide the testimonies of the Presbytery 
of Atlanta and of the general assembly are stu- 
diously withheld. Why now dves he publish 
the text of a deliverance that has nothing to do 
with the case, at tae same time suppressing 
those other deliverances which have everytoing 
todo with the case. Let the reason be what it 
may, the uncharitable will persist in believing 
that he discriminated in the matter according to 
his yiew of the interests of his cause. It is with 
some little surprise though that we read the 
words, on a subsequent page 
when the words wfll serye .a purpose. 
“The dGeliverances of the .assembly should 
speak for themselves, and I am 
uowilling for any man’s -oustruction of them to 
be substituted for them as a xuide for thi 

ourt.”” He whois unwilling that any man’s 
construction should be substituted for tne deliv- 
erevs themse!ves; in every instance, throughout 
his defense, substitutes, for the deliverances of 
the higher courts, his own copstructious. 

And, now, jet us examine the major premise 
in the argument, by which the defendaut seeks 
to prove ihat no law against social dancing bas 
been protiaimed by the Presbytery of Atlanta. 
Aad I propose to adopt as my rule in this mat. 
ter the seniiment which the defendant uttered 
ouly to violate namely, to let ‘‘the deliver- 
ances speak for theméelves.”’ 

The Presbytery held its spring session in the 
year ‘77 at Philadelphia church, beginning 
Wednesiay, April 25:h, and continuing into 
Monday of the foliowing week. After the 
noon session on Saturday, Rev. F. McMurrey 
introduced and read the fo.lowing paper: 

**W jereas ,we have reason to fear that im this 
day of abounding iniquity, infidelity, and ur- 
godly pleasure-seeking, many of the members 
of our own communion may be in danger of 
yieiding themselves to a sinful and hurifu! con- 
formity to this world, and of being ‘“‘led away 
with the error of ihe wicked, and so of falling 
from their Own steadfastness, to the great peril 
uf their own souls, and to the great dishonor of 
religion ; therefore 

**Kesolved,;That it is the solemn and well con- 
sidered judgment of this presbytery, that many 
of the popular forms of amusement, such as the 
theatre, the circus, the races, bails and daucing 
parties, card-playing, and many of the popular 
modes of seeking gain, such as lotteries, ra fties, 
and every species of gambiing and demoralizing 
speculation are of sach a character that to have 
any manner of fellowship with them is to have 
coneord with belia), and hold  feliows 


ship sith the unfruitful works of darkness. 


“2. That the presbytery app’ inta special com- 
mittee to prepare snd submit to this body 
during its present seseion a pastoral letter ad- 
dressed toall our sessions and churches, wiih 
reference to the subject indicated by the pre- 
ambieand first resolution of this paper, and 
eajoining upon our church sessions a prompt 
and faithful exercise of discipline. 

8. That when said pastoral letter shall have 
been proposed and udopted by the presbytery, 
the stated clerk be instructed to send the same, 
in the form of a printed circular, to all the ses= 
sions of our churches, and thai our ministers 
be instrncted to read the pastoral letter to their 
r2epective congregations.” 

This critical paper paper was duly considered 
by the Presb;tery, and adopted without one 
opposing vote or one protesiing voice. In arti- 
cle amas 

1. Presbytery pronounced a judicial decision 
condemning ‘‘ihe \heatre, the circus, the races, 
balls and dancing parties, card playing and 
many of the popular modes of seeking gain, 
such as lotteries, refiice, and every species of 
gambling and demoralizing speculations, es 
practices of such a character that to have any 
fellowship with them is to nave concord with 
Belial and hold fellowship with the unfruitful 
works of darkness.”’ 

2. Presbytery made provision for issuing a 
solemn and persuasive address to the churches, 


eetting forth the evils condemned and urging: 


ihe members of our churches to abetain from 
them, and enjoinim on church sessions a promp; 
aud faithful exercise of ditcipline. 

The honorable burthen of framing the pastora! 
letter ,sctting forth in still another form the 
judicial decision already uttered by the voice of 
the collective body in article 1 of 
the above paper, was laid upon Rev. F. Mc- 
Murray and the writer. 

On the follewing Monday, brother McMurray 
appeared before the Presbytery and asked for 
further time for the preparation of the letter, 
which was cordially and unanimously granted. 

A little later in the session, I had the honor to 
offer the jollowing resolution, which, after due 
consideration, passed bya unanimous vote: 

‘That the J] resbytery of Atlanta hereby en- 


joins the sessions ef the churches wrpettinahaaen 
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to exercise the discip!ine prescribed in our book 
against the gulit of iaduiging in worldJy amuse- 
ments contiemined by our assembly in its de- 
liveranc .s of 1865 and 1869.”’ 

A short ‘im«.after the sessions of Presbytery 
had closed, the pastoral letter appeared—a |°tter 
I will take the liberty # say here, which does 
coes eminent credit elike to the head and 
to the heart of its able and pious au- 
thor. lato whatever category it 
may fal), when classified with techn‘cal nicety; 
this deliverance is apaper which thoee only who 
“de: pise dominion, and speak evil of cignities,” 
can affordto contemn. But whaterer dancing 
discip «s may say of th's letter, evea they wil 
bardly tave the face to maintain that the judg- 
ment utte:ed in the fint article of the morning 
paper on #aturday. and ti e injunction laid on the 
sessions of the <hu'coes on Mond+y, are noi of 
ths patursoflaw. Inthe former, presbytery, in 
the exercise of its judicial function, coudemns 
the da'ic2 a3 cenco:rd with Belialand feliowsbip 
with the wurke of da:kness. In the letter, in 
thé ex rcise of i's executive fanction, it enjoins 
the session: to inflict the cenzures prescribed up 
on th se who imlu ge iu this ain. 

Now, we claiin trat this action of presbytery 
settles the question in debate, unless some high- 
er court to - which the prsb,try is 
subj ct bas made an adverse 
decision. ‘This truth reems to haye dawned 
on the mind of the defendant, who, as usual, 
proceeds to briug his law to the facts, instead of 
carrying bis facts to the law, His argument as- 
sumes that there is no law unless it be the pas- 
toral letter. Hat the munutes of presbytery 
sbow, apart from this letter, article 1 of the Mc- 
Muriay paper, followed up by an injunction sent 
dowa to ine vessions—the article specifying 
dancing as an effrnse, and the injuaction bind- 
ing office bearers to discipline the dancer. 

All this, though, it is said, avai's nothing 
agaiust the action of the asse.nbly refasing to 
make it a dieciplinable offen.e. I admit that if 
in articulate utterance, the assembly has ever 
declared that Gavucing is not to be disciplined, 
the adverae judgment of the presbytery is nuga” 
Sory. But sas Ue assembly ever made such au 
utterance? If 50, when and where? Perhaps 
our investigation next week will shed light on 
these questions. Ja the meantime the defendant 
gives us a specimen of his capacity in 
lofty and groucctambling. ‘Will it be insisted 
that that pastoral letter is to be enforced asa 
law of this church, over the action of the as- 
sembly refusuc to make it a disciplinable 
offense?’ It thus seems that the action of the’ 
presbytery of Atlanta amounts to nothing as 
against the action of the general assembly. 

On a subsequent page, he quotes as follows 
from the niinuies of the presbytery of New Or- 
leans: “Upon the subject of dancing, men- 
tioned on pp. 4.1, 412, the folowing minute is 
recommended for adoption’ Viz., that this pres- 
bytery fully agrees with tht ge eral doctrine 
laid down by the assembly, butit ie at the same 
time conyirice’, that with many other existing 
evils, it cannot be reached by special legislation, 
but by the prerching of the truth and by raising 
the genera: level of plety in the church,” 
*“*Thus,’’ exclaims the defendant. it (that is the 
action of the assembly) was annulled by that 
presbytery, uncer the lead of the distinguished 
Dr. Palmer.”’ Ine defendant betrays a versatil- 
ty which is positively refreehing. With one and 
the same hand le can play both fast and loose; 
with one ar:d the same mouth, blow both ho’ 
and cold. ‘The deliverance of the presiytery of 
Atlanta as against the deliverance of the assem- 
bly is nothing, but the  de- 
liveance of the preebytery of 
New Orleans at against the deliverance of the 
assembly is everything. When there is a con- 
flict betweeu the judgment of the presbytery of 
Atlanta and the judzment of the assembly, the 
judgment of the assembly annu!s the judgment 
of the presbytery. But when there is 3 conflict 
between the ju‘igment of the presbytery of New 
Orleans and the judgment of the assembly, the 
judgment of ths prespytery annuls the judg. 
ment of the as#embly. What now makes tie 
difference ? Ils it not this? The defendant re- 
gards the jwigment of the presbytery of 
Atlanta as prejudicial, and that 
of the presbytery of ew Orleans as favorable 
to his cause. The old sto yof the ox that was 
gored might. be cold here with effect. 

But now may it not be that the aid andicom- 
fort dei:iveu fiom th's “eliverance of the pres- 
bytery of New ©): eans, like the aid and comfort 
de ived romithe parable of the prodigal, flows 
from a miscons!ruction of its meaning. W: at's 
the true anslysis of this ‘ninute. Really I do not 
know bat I w gild have v ted for it myself iil 
had beema meiaber«f that body. It affirms 

1. ihat the eubject of the minute is da: cing— 
not. lascivisus dancirg, or promiscuous 
dan°i.g, bul dancing; and I confess tha:I lik® 
that way of des gnating the subject. 

® shat it agrees, and “fully 
agrees with tht gemerai doctrine laid down by 
the assembly.’’ Well that is strong 
enough for me—for what is 
the general doctrins on this subject, The 
docirine of the assembly of °65, was that ‘‘the 
whole tenor of ihe scriptures and of our stand- 
ards is opposed to this social usage—‘*the-doc- 
trine of the assembly of ’69 was that ‘‘it is abso- 
lutely necessary to enforce the discipline provi 
ded in our constitution against offenses, inclu- 
ding under the term offenses, attendance by 
our members ¢ i theatrical exhibitions and per- 
formauces and promiscuous daticing’’—the doc- 
trine of the as*mbly of ’77 was that the assem- 
bly had uniformly condemned the modern 
dance in ali ite forms, whether square or round, 
whether practised in public balls or private 
frolics. Well, the Presbytery, ‘“‘uhder the lead 
of the distinguished Dr. Palmer,”’ 
delares that, with this general doctrine, it fully 
agrees. 

8. That dancing is to be classed with other 
existing evils, aud this judgment, in my opin- 
ion, is sound to the core. 

4. ‘ihat it cannot be reached by special legi s- 
lation. Well, that is my opinion, too. The 
assembly of ’65 tried to reach it by condemning 
social dancing, but the disciples danced on say- 
ing,*this is not social dancing.’ The assembly of 


, 69 tried to reach it by condemning promiscu- 


ous dancing,bui the diseiples danced on ‘saying 
this is not promiscuous dancing.’ The assembly 
of ’77 tried to reach it by condemning the mod- 
ern dance in’ali its forms—square and round— 
in public balis or private parlors, but the dis- 
ciples dance Cu, saying ‘this is not the modera 
dance in any form, square or round, in public 
balls or private parlors.’ 

5. That it can be reached only by pro- 
c'a miug of the truth, and by raising the gener- 
al level uf piety in thechurch, That is my doc” 
trine exactly. I know of but two waysin which 
office-bearers can raise the level of the piety in 
the church 4ne is by preaching the word, and 
t e other by enforcing the discipline. These 
good brethren think the remedy does not lie in 
making new Celiverances, but in conforming to 
the old. Dr Palmer, who, for twenty years, has 
been preaching against the evil, doubtless be 
gins to feel thatthe time for action has about 
come. With a pastor who preaches, and 
elders who discipline, it will not 
require very iong, if God will give the increase 
to raise ‘‘the ievel of piety in the church.”’ 

And now, in conclusion, if this is the state of 
the facts in regard to the action of the Presby 
tery of A.lants, cap the defendant, bound as he 
is, by the sos! solema of all vows, to sustain the 
decisions of the higher judications, protest any 
longer in the light, ‘I have violated no law of 
the church.” J. T. LEFrwicH.

ariicie 4 No person recogniZing by virtue of 
this treaty the Spanish authority can be obliged 
to do wir service unless peace be re-established 
in the whole territory. 

Articie 5. All per-ons desiring to leave the 
islaud 10 be furnished means to do so without 
touchivg either village or city if so desired. 

Articic 6. Capitulation of each force to take 
eae o2 uninhabited spot, where the arms will 


deposited 

Article 7. The Spanish general-in-chief, for 
the purpose of facil ftating the adnesion of other 
departments to thes- conditions, to give free ac- 
cess to road by sea and land. 

Articis 8. The foregoing basis to be considered 
general ior all departments of this isiand ac- 
ceptirg these propositions.

Major Bird Takes a Shot at Huna- 
tingdon. . 
THE EVERLASTING RAILBOAD POW-WOW 


WasHINGTON, February 15.—The 
argument before the senate committee 
on railroads on the Texas and Pacific 
question was continued to-day by Maj.

BENEFIT OF THE FEW.

The History of Gold BRale in Eng- 


land—Its Ceunterpart iu America— 
Jadge Pittman’s Analysis.

Editors Constitution: In an aarticle 
yesterday I gave a short chapter found~ 
ed upon E.glish and American history, 
showing the cost of “ Forced Specie 
Payments.” With your permission, I 
now prrop-se to show, through your 
valuable columns, how the call or gin- 
ated for the present demand tor forced 
specie papments,on the first of January, 
1879, and who put it in motion. 

But b fore proceeding to t’ is expo-~ 
sition, it may be well to say that the 
advocat’s of a uniform, national green- 
back currency are no enem es to gold 
and silver as elements of a convertible 
currency. Indeed, we recognize the 
fact that coin is essential to foreign ex- 
change; that gold as well as silver are 
products of onr country of universally 
recognized value; that just to tha ex- 
tent we extend our commerce to the 
nations of the earth, coin becomes an 
essential element in that trade; that 
there are many so tinctured with its 
dominant power in the past, 
that they cannot divorce them 
selves from belieying it the only true 
measure of value. To meet all these 
requirements and allay all fears, we 
have an abundant supp'y of gold and 
silver, mined and unmiued, to answer 
the demand —provided that we havea 
national curreacy as stable as our gov- 
ernment, as unimpeachable as our re- 
sources, and as abundant as our trade, 
commerce and equalized right demand 
ro prevent the domineering cupidity of 
capital. 

Specie payment will come, and come 
without any forced law to cripple trade, 
starve labor and enterprise, if the 
proper course is pursued. Indeed, gold 
would to-day be below greenbacks, as 
silver is, 1f tae curse of national repu- 
diatiog was removed from them, so 
that they would pay government duties 
and ba, as they of right should be, a 
legal teoder for everything. But so 
long as they bear the curse that Wall 
street greed and capitalistic arrogance 
imposed upon them, making them good 
enuugh to pay the farmer for his crops, 
but not good enough to pay 
government dues and the bond- 
hoider’s interest, so long must they be 
subordinate to gold. The whole people 
should demand of their representatives 
the repeal of this odious repudiation ; 
this insult to American credit, honor 
and self respect; for the moment the 
clause in the act authorizing the issue 
of greenbacks. which excepts them 
from the power of paying governmeat 
duties, is repesied, we can resume 
specie payment for all the purposes fur 
which resumption can be demanded 
forinternal exchange or use; for from 
that moment the greenback will be the 
euperior of gold and bear a premium 
above it. 

Who then demanded snecie payment 
as a forced law of redemption? I an- 
swer—the first demand was made by a 
petition of thirty-nine bankers, and 
agents of forcizn bondholders. Al! of 
them men of realized wealth. All the 
representatives of dead capital, living 
on the luxury of gains usury has given 
them. Men who purchased the nation’s 
bonds at half their value, in the bour 
of our national trial. and who, on the 
instant of the purchase, doubled their 
capital, and not only doubied it, but 
secured it from taxation —imposiny on 
the people the outrage, not alone of 
paying interest in gold on twice the 
sum they received, but of paying their 
taxes! 

jhe demand once setin motion by 
these foreign cormorants and home 
leeches, was forced into action-by the 
most dixgracefula pliances which ever 
beset congressional power. They 
threatened our credit at bome and 
abroad; they bribed, they coaxed and 
wneedied congreas into the act fixing 
the 1st of Jawaary, 1879, when forced 
resumption snould become a law. This | 
was the firs’ step. The next wasa 
felonious fraud upon the whole nation, 
an infamous forgery upon the whole 
people, by changing the terms of tue 
contract by which they had agreed to 
pay the bonds. The bonds were issued 
and paid for on the express condition 
that they were to be paid in legal cur« 
reacy. The same board of foreign 
agents, seconded by the monopolista, 
who force the peop!e to pay $30,000,000 
tribute to national banks, biiuded con- 
yress to declare the bounds so issued 
payable in gold.

While England stands the Bank of 
England will stand, and it 1s this feel- 
ing wh.ch makes every Eoglishman 
secure in holding the paper of the 
bank, He prefers it to gold, end for 
two hundred years it has grown intoa 
power and a confidence no slanderer 
can touch and no reason assail. 
Our greenback is better than the 
paper money of the Bank of Eagland. 
It is better in this, that it is sustained 
and endorsed by every inhabitant in 
the United States; all the property, 
land, muney, private and public wealth 
are its basis. If men believe in the 
Constitution, governmentand resources 
of the United States, they must believe 
in the greenback. It embodiesall. It 
is .he satest money ever issued. It is 
stronger and more reliab:e than the 
money of the Bank of England, be~ 
cause that is supported only in part by 
the government, while the greenback 
is supported by all the elemen‘s of 
weaith and by the whole powsr of the 
government. Let the people trust 
the people and the nation rely on 
the nation. This done and all our fi- 
nancial difficulties are ended. Let gold 
be the standard but not the basis of our 
paper money. “Lat the basis be the 
wealth, confidence and good will of our 
45,000,000 of inhabitants. ‘Then we 
shali have the foundation for the most 
happy, prosperous and powerful g>v- 
erament on the face ot the g obe. Tuen 
we will have a national sentiment that 
will pervade and permeate alike every 
interest; creating a lasting peace, uoion 
and harmony between ail sections of 
the counuiry, haodliag a uniform 
national currency based upon all that 
makes 4 nation great. 
But it is ines ed by sone that 
we ought to go back to the old state, 
wild cat, bank system—an exploded 
failure. They had no real resyousibil- 
ity, but individual responsibility. Tney 
were based on as many systems a+ there 
were s'ates. Nothing homogeneous or 
uniform regulated or controlied,their is- 
sues. Their history is a history of expan- 
sions one day and contractions next; 
of inflations and losses; of frauds 
and failures; of enormous exchanges 
and of universal u certainty as to their 
basis and security. They were bubbies, 
expanding in grandeur when the wind 
was fair, but to burat iato nothingness 
the moment they struck an aiverse 
current, and the demand was made for 
specie.

Levi Woodbury, in his celebrated re- 
port, “‘ Losses from Binks and Gank 
aper.” The history of those wild cit 
institutions, in our own atate, is enough 
to satisfy any thinking mind f their 
utter inefficiency and wor-hiessness. 
Oat of the jarge number that existed in 
Georgia at the commencement of the 
late war between the states, only ‘wo 
oi them, the Georgia railroad and the 
Certral railroad, paid their bill holders 
any'hing approximating par, in greene 
backs. Tnese two, I believe, paid 
s.mething like ninety csnts on the dol- 
lar in greenbacks; and thatoaly be- 
cause they were backed by their res< 
pective raliroads. The very 
charter under which the state banks 
operated, carried fraud nd deceit 
upon their faces. They generally pro- 
vided for the issuing of bills, payable 
to bearer on demand, said bills not to 
exceed three times the amount of capi- 
tal sto.k aciually psidin; andin case 
of excess, it was the duty of the presi- 
dert and cashier to notify the govern- 
er of such excess! Thenit became the 
duty of the governor to forteit the 
charter. The officers of the banks 
were made informers upon themselves! 
Furthermore, they had a kind of a ho- 
cus-pocus, “you tickle me aad I'll tickle 
you” arrangement among themselves, 
about paying specie, wuich provided 
that “anyesbank or branches thereo 
demanding specie of another, shoul 
be compelled to receive either the bills 
of the original bank or any of its 
branches in payment.” The fect ia, 
they never hai the svecie, nor did they 
pretend to have it, except in the ratio 
of one to three. fiow then cou'd they 
be expected to pay specie in case of an 
extraordinary demand? Was not 
expected; it was a farce—a fraud, a 
shame! 
When itcan be shown thata bank 
comp ised of fifty stockhoziders, worth 
in the aggregiie $500 000, with @ capi- 
tal of $250 000 actuaily paid ia and even 
secured by mor'g1ge on real estate, at 
their own valuation, is as safe as $40,- 
000,000,000 com posed of the filty stock- 
no.ders and all their capitai, and all the 
land, capital and power of 45,000 000 of 
peep.e combina into goverameat 
wer, such as to-day underlies the lia- 
ility and sustains the power on which 
the greenback res‘s, thea aod not till 
then, will it be worth the whiie to re- 
vive the decayed remaias of the dead 
state bank system—even if itis “shei-« 
tered by the philosophy of a thousand 
years.”

The 
negative vote as first stated includes 
Mr. Dennis, of Maryland, who desires 
it to be known that he wiil vote for the 
Bland bill, and not against it. The 
Herald’s correspondent, in revising hig 
first estimate, also states that both Pat- 
terson and Kellogg will be present and 
vote forthe Bland bill.

Sharon as absentand unpaired—he is 
infavor of the Bland bill—the vote 
will then stand fifty-two to twenty- 
three. This gives the old standard 
dollar two-thirds of the whole senate. 
If Mr. Sharon is absent, fifty-one votes 
would be sufficient to pass the bill 
over a veto. These facts indicate that 
Mr. Hill’s miszuided unrepresentative 
vote will be powerless for evil.

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THE POPE AD INTERIM. 


Cardina! Joachim Pecci was the late 
pope’s chamberlain or camerlingue, 
snd as such, he exercises the whole 
authority of pope during the interreg- 
num. Pius 1X wasdisposed to appoint 
‘ast September, COardinal Panebianco 
camerlingue; but Panebianco was and 
ig dn aspirant forthe highest office in 
the church. He wanted to be a pope 
—not a pope-maker as the camerlingue 
ig often called. He therefore 
succeeded in having Pecci appointed. 

The latter is seventy-eight years of 
age, and has been a cardina! twenty- 
three years. He is archbishop of 
Perouse. He was to have been created 
cardinal at the request of a Protestant, 
King Leopold L, of Balgium, ts whom 
he had been sent as nuncio by Gregory 
XVI; but:on the death of the latter, 
Pius IX, yielding to the vindictiveness 
ot Antonelli, allowed seven years to 
gla,se before he gave him the hat. Of 
high intellect, of a well tried and ener- 
getic nature, his eminence has made 
not only an excellent bishop, but has 
realized the type of a perfect cardinal. 
As an administrator he managed to 
clear Benevento of smuggling and brig- 
andage, as well as of the underhand 
intrigues of the party of the nobility. 
His eminence is tall and thin. Hig 
features have an aristocratic stamp, and 
are characterized by great finesse. He 
has a resemblauce at once to Voltaire 
and Richelieu. His voice strikes one 
disagreeably at first, it is so nasal in its 
tones, but one soon gets accustomed to 
this peculiarity, owing to its fullness 
and resonance. Although simple in 
manners his eminence is of all the 
cardinals the one who carries himself 
with most pontifical ma,esty, resemb- 
ling in this Pius IX, who, in his early 
days, passed for incomparable.

AN INCOME TAX. 

The east, which absolutely “ran’’ this 
government during ten years, has cun~ 
ningly succeeded in at last squeezing 
eighty per cent of the internal revenue 
taxes from the west and south. In 1867 
when the burdens of the war demanded 
a wide and reasonably fair distribution 
of internal taxation, New England paid 
forty six millions of such taxes; now 
she pays four millions. In complicity 
with New York and the other middle 
states, she has freed herself of nearly 
all internal taxation, and saddled it on 
the west and south. In 1870 New 
York, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, 
Ohio, New Jersey, Maryland, California, 
Michigan, Connecticut, Maine and 
Rhode Island —eleven states in a!l, paid 
90 per cent of the entire amount of in- 
come tax that was collected. This dis- 
tributed the internal taxes in an even 
manner; and not a few persons in the 
overtaxed sections cf the country are 
beginning to think that the status of 
1870 snould be restored. 

The accumulated wealth of the coun- 
try, the capitalists of the east, of course 
regard such a measure as an outrage, 
asan abomination, as inquisitorial and 
alithat. The truth is, comparatively 
few persons in this hroad country are 
subject to an income tax that exempis 
two thousand dollars. It is the interest 
of perhaps half of a million people to 
have no income tax, and of thirty-nine 
millions and a half to have it restored. 
In 1870 the income tax was 24 per 
cent, and the exemption $2,000. Here 
is the result, as given in a recent letter 
from Commissioner Raum to the ways

—The same paper tays: A negro boy, 
aged about twelve yearr, committed 
suicide by shooting himself last Friday 
morning on W. S. Lee’s plantation, 
about 12 miles from Covington. He 
shot himself in the side with 
a pistul in the moriting and lirgered 
until Saturlay morping. Dr. J. H. 
Sims wiil write an article for a popular 
journal on ihe cause of this euicide. 
—Covington wants a fire department: 
— Dalton Citizen: Quite a startling 
tragedy, wo .earn, occurred in the 
ialahbosinond of Tryon factory one 
night lest week. A man went there 
witha load of cotton, which he sold for 
money, several hundred dollars. On 
his retarn home he camped for the 
night within a mile or two of the fac- 
tory, and just before retiring to his im- 
promplu bed in the wagon, a large, 
coarse-looking woman came up and 
acked if she could warm at the fire. 
Permission was given, and soon sfier 
the man went to bed in his wagor; 
but before going to sleep his little Fon 
and negro boy, who were left sitting 
around the camp fire, discovered that 
the suppored woran had on a man’s 
boots and parts, and the son went and 
told his father ot the fact, which 
aroused his suspicions and put him on 
the alert. Afrer some little time had 
expired, the booted woman, supposing 
the man and little boy in the wagon 
were auleep, blew a whistle, when two 
other men, with their faces blackened 
and their persons otherwised disguised, 
i’ nmediately appeared from the 
adj ining wood and instantly cut 
the threat of the negro boy, who was 
sitting ~ the fire, killing bim on the 
epot. ey then started for the wagon 
when the owner. who had been watch- 
ing ther movements, opened fire upon 
them with a double-barrel gun, killing 
two of them in their tracks. The one 
dressed in woman’s clothes made his 
escape. Upon examination of the dead 
men it was found that thev were white, 
who bad evidently seen the man re- 
ceive the money at the factory for his 
cotton, and whose object was of course 
the murder of the whole party and 
robbery. 


—The Citizen also has this: A cruel 
and horrible murder was committed 
last nighi a short distance above Iun- 
nel Hil!, in Cateosa county. The vic- 
tim was a oor, inoffensive negro 
woman, whe resided with her two little 
children in a cabin on the land of Mr. 
F Fiemister, and was employed by his 
family to do odd jobs—mulking cows, 

etc. On Saturaay morning the oldest 
child of the woman (they lived a quar- 
ter of a mile from his house) went to 
Mr. Flemister and begged fr some- 
thingy to eat, and asked if she might 
stay there during the day. Enquiry 
of course was made about her moiher, 

as she did not come as usual to 
milk cows. ~~ child stated that she 
was ‘lead. Mr, F. then proceeded to the 
cabin, but was shocked to tind the dead 
bedy of the woman in the path leading 
to his house, about fifty yards trom 
where she lived. A terrible gash across 
the throat had severed the large artery 
un the right side, causing her to bleed 
to death. She had evidenuy fallen 
dowa several times between tle house 
and the place where she lay, the profu- 
sion of blood and the ghest liness of the 
whole scene being appalling in the ex. 
treme. The woman had evidently 
receive’: the death wound in her bed, 

as the floor and bedding was covered 
with biood, and a razor lay in a 
dark pool of gore upon the cabin floor. 

The youngest child, a sickly litile thing 
of three years, was found in the bed 
half frozen—indeed the poor little crea- 
ture died that day, notwithstanding the 
kind attentions of Mrs. F., who took 
the two pftiful little children, so sud~ 
denly and awfully left destitute, and 
Jid all she could to render them com- 
fortable. The living child, we believe, 

is stili with the kind*family of Mr. F. 

Suspicion as to the perpetration of th:s 
dark deed rests upon three white men, 
who, two weeks previous to the murder*® 
had hed a diticulty with the woman 
regarding the payment of some money 
she owed one of them. Her house was 
rocked at that time and she was abused 
generally, her chimney torn down and 
her life threatened if she informed on 
them. Atthe time of the murder the 
bloody printof many feet were visible 
on the floor, with many evidences of a 
terrible struggle. The footprints were 
traced from the house toa branch of 
water, and a fence near this, over which 
tbe piurderers climbed, was besmeared 
with blood, and the ‘print of bloody 
bands was on the top rail of the 
fence. The murderers had evidently 
gone to the branch to cleanse their 
handa, and here they seem to separate ; 
bat the tracks of one were traced to 
the house of one of the party who had 
beer engaged in the first assault upon 
the woman, where a pair of bloody 
shoes and bloody clothes were found, 
circumstances prcying that the party 
who hed previously threatened her life 
were the persons who murdered her. 
Upon this strong evidence two of them 
were arrested and are now lodged in 
the Ringgold jail. The other is still at 
large. Catoosa superior court is in ses- 
tion at this time, and we presume an 
investigation into this horribie crime 
will be bad during the week, and if the 
three men suspected are found guilty 
taey should be made to pull hemp.

Old scenes are repeat- 
edly being remodeled and repainted by 
his scenic artist Thus, an additional 
charm is xiven the stage.

@ proper jresentation of pc pular plays and late 
sepeations is instilled. With the theatrica! halle 
and opers houses in what is called the ‘‘renting 
cireuits,’’ so little scenery and properties are 
owned that the public grow tired of seeing al] 
kinds of plays produced withthe same scenes 
it will not pay first-claes troupes to carry special 
scevery fur the reason that they play mostly in 
reguiar theatres where a full supply of 
ecenery i# possessed or where a scenic artist is 
employed. It needed not a professional eye to 
observe, as an instance of what we euffer in 
Atlanta, ‘and yet we are better off in theatrica! 
appointments than many cities of the siZe of 
ours) that the tragedy of ‘“‘Macbeth”’ was lately 
ipjuredix its presentation by & want of proper 
scenic effect.

where th=re is a regular stock. 

I find several first-class theatrical points in 
the south can be in continuous and, I believe» 
successful operation as stock theatres. In other 
wcerds, a southern stock company, oran Atlanta 
stock Contpany, can be organized to play two or 
three nigits each Week or eacd aiternate week 
in, sey Atiapta, Moutgomery, Mobile and 
New Orleans—or, perhaps, occasionally Savan. 
neh aud Charleston, or Chattanooga 
and Nashville. By such @ company the besi 
Stars cam be procured to appear here and 
especially the stars without supporting compa- 
nies can be eugaged. The company should be 
the best talent possible to procure inthe coun- 
try. The public would kuow thet the support 
would bs good (because they would be ac- 
quaiuted with them) and hence a confi- 
dence would be revived that now does not 
exist. It has bean Atianta’s misfortune to have 
several poor supporting companies—yet this 
season hes produced many good ones. Again, 
all the best traveling combinations could secure 
time—thus Atlanta would become a theatrical 
point of interest, not only to its citizens, but to 
the stwte at large, and especially to responsible 
manager’ and popular stars I find, by corres- 
pondence, that the theatres in several of the 
places iained above can be s-cured for regular 
visits or for the purpose of a company, such as 
referred (0, at very low sp¢cial rates. I doubt not 
Col. DeGive will be as liberal as any.

State Agricultural Soctlety. 


The spring meeting or convention of 
the above organization just held in 
Americus, closed its session on the 14th 
inetant. ‘Ihe full attendance, and the 
speeches, essays and discussions all tes~ 
tified that the prominent agriculturists 
of ourstate have deeply at heart the 
best interests of the association, as well 
of Georgia’s great industry. 

The time for holding the state fair 
agreed up n is the 25th of October—- 
later than usual, and for some reasons, 
we think the convention acted jadi- 
ciously in so doing. 

We are gratified at the fact that, in- 
directly, the organization of a state fair 
in Georgia, yearly brings about a 
strong disposition to build up agricul- 
tural societies, and to hold county fairs 
throug. out Georgia. These things a!l 
have a beneficial effect. May they in-~ 
crease until the various counties of 
Georgia will exhibit in successive 
scenes, long ranges of fields waving 
with every kind of vegetable p oduc- 
tion or rich in verdant pastures, 

‘The number 1n attendance was ue~« 
usually full, while the proceedings 
were harmonious, instructive and in- 
teresting. 

‘The convention was called to order by 
President Thomas Hardeman; Mr. 
Malcom Johnson, secretarv. 

Coi. Cutts, the mayor of Americus, 
made the welcome address, and was 
appropriately replied to by Secretary 
Johnson. 

President Hardeman was very happy 
and eloquent in his annual address. 
He said that the object and aim of the 
society is to stimulate a spirit of en- 
quiry and progress, to educate public 
opinion upon the great importance of 
industrial pursuits, and to bring togeth- 
er, in the bonds of a closer union, all 
the workers in, and sympathisers with, 
that great industry that stamps the im- 
press of independence upon character, 
peoples and states. Progress or retro~ 
gression are the alternatives now pre- 
sented to this people, and upon their 
selection will depend the future not 
only of your chief material industry,: 
but of every other agency and element 
that give refinement to society, wealth 
to the people and honor to the state. 
Hand in hand, with one, comes weaith, 
influence, population, power, while 
with the other 18 associated poverty, 
thriftless homesteads, a demoralized 
people and a ruiced state. 

* * * He advocated the increased 
cultivation of cottun. He said the con~ 
sumption was equal to the production, 
aod there was no danger of an oye; 
production. He appealed to the society 
to raise home supplies; to liveat home;
